Military Pyrotechnics, 

“Under cover of darkness the enemy 
advanced.” Not any more, if French 
military experiments prove what they 
promise. The war department is now 
firing an illuminating shell that bursts 
in the air and emits a fiery body of 
globular shape which vividly lights up 
a large area for a considerable time. 

The experiments are for the purpose 
of improving and perfecting bombs 
that are now made for the purpose of 
exposing the position of an enemy at 
night and to revea! the character of de- 
fenses to be attacked. These projectiles 
explode on impact, liberating a flaming 
‘compound. One compound, consisting 

‘of sulphur, saltpeter and a hydrocar- 
bon, is a blue light mixture. The illu- 
mination lasts as long as the saltpeter 
supplies the oxygen to maintain com- 
bustion. 

Experiments are also under way for 
a reverse sort of bomb which In burst- 
ing liberates dense clouds of smoke 
for the purpose of concealing the move- 
ments of troops in the field. This is to 
be an antidote to the former bane. 


Tiger's Make Believe Eyes, 

Mr. Beddard of the London Zoologt- 
cal society calls attention to a pecul- 
larity of the ears of tigers which he 
thinks may be classed under the head 
of “protective markings.” On the back 
of each ear is a very bright white spot, 
aid when the ears are directed for- 
ward these spots are conspicuous from 

‘ the front. Mr, Beddard suggests that 
when the tiger is sleeping in the dim 
light of a cave or thicket the spots on 
its ears may appear to an enemy, look- 
ing in, as the gleam of its watchful 
eyes, and thus save the sleeper from an 
unexpected attack. 


Taxation In Italy, 

What annoyances Italians are sub- 
jected to by the taxgatherers is shown 
by a recent scandalous case in the 
courts, General Cosenz, one of the he- 
roes of the liberation of Italy, Gari- 
baldi’s chief of staff in the conquest of 
the two Sicilies and later chief of the 
general staff of the Italian army, died 
some time ago, leuving the military 
decorations he had won to his heirs, 
The treasury department demanded 
death duties on these and fixed the 
amount of the tax at $16.80, The heirs 
refused to pay, and the civil court at 
Rome has just decided that “decora- 
tions and medals are part of the his- 
torical and patriotic patrimony of the 
country and are therefore not subject 
to the Inheritance tax.” 


A Substitate For Wool. 

Artificial wool made from turf fibers 
is now employed at Dusseldorf, Ger- 
many, for manufacturing cloth, band- 
ages, hats, rugs, etc, Ten years have 
elapsed since the first attempts to make 
turf wool, and it is averred that recent 
improvements in the processes have re- 
sulted in the production of a soft 
fibrous material which can be spun as 
readily as sheep's wool and which, be- 
sides possessing excellent absorbent 
properties, is capable of being bleached 
and colored for use In various textile 
industries,

Official statistics concerning the Bel- 
gium savings banks show that on Dee, 
81, 1900, the number of books was 
1,762,484 against 1,647,263 In the pre- 
vious year and the amount of deposits 
$127,428,143.38, an increase during the 
year of $7,200,144. The capitalized in- 
terest amounted 19 $3,462,840.43, which, 
added to the amount represented in 
depositors’ bookr, made a grand total 
of $130,800,083.8%, belonging almost ex-

WINNIPEG IS VISITED WITH A 
RECORD BREAKER, 


Thousands of Pancs of Glass are 
Broken, and Basements 
tlooded. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 29.—Winnipeg was 
yesterday visited by the worst hail 
storm in the memory of even the old- 
est inhabitant. For fully half an 
hour pebbles of large size fella ver- 
itable rain of bullets+and proved ex- 
tremely disastrous to windows,while 
the floods of water which resulted 
rolled into basements of stores and 
residences, doing damage to the 
amount of thousands of dollars. For- 
tunately for the harvesting opera 
tions the storm was entirely local, 
and, in fact, was largely confined to 
the central part of the city. North 
of the GC. P. R. track, west of Wes- 
ley college, or in Fort Rouge there 
was little or no hail, but in the ra- 
dius of the points mentioned the 
storm was most furious, while across 
the river in St. Boniface the full ef- 
fects were also felt. 

All the afternoon the clo were 
black and of threatening as »-un- 
til shortly after 4 o’clock when the 
rain began to fall in large drops. 
Then the hail began to patter down, 
slowly at first and minute in size, 
but quickly the showers of stones in- 
creased in volume until icy particles 
as large as marbles were being hurl- 
ed with irrisistible force by the an- 
gry elements above, while the crashing 
of the thunder and the flashing of 
the lightning completed the details 
of the storm, which will long be es- 
tublished as the worst that ever oc- 
curred within the confines of Winni- 
peg. 

The chief damage done was to the 
windows. The glaziers will be kept 
busy for several days putting in new 
lights. Searcely a building within the 
slorm-swept district escaped — un- 
scathed, the Clarendon hotel perhaps 
suffering the worst, while the Audi- 
torium rink was also badly wrecked. 
The greenhouses and the photo- 
graphic studios also suffered heavily. 

As the ice melted the water cours- 
ed madly down the streets, and be- 
ing unable to find any outlet, drain- 
ed into the basements. Main street 
looked like a river, and there are but 
few merchants along that thorough- 
fare who escaped without having 
any goods they may have had stored 
in their lower regions badly damag- 
ed. Several spoken to last evening 
said their loss would be up into the 
hundreds, and there is no doubt but 
that it will aggregate well into the 
thousands.

MODILIZING THD HARVESTDRS. 
The Toronto Mail and Empire says: 
On ths harvest excursion trains al- 
ready despatched for the Canadian 
Northwest upwards of 9,000 wien 
have tnken passage. There are more 


to follow. By the end of August it 
is expected that 20,000 Canadians 
from this side of the great lakes will 
be working in our prairie wheat 
fields. This speedy mobilization of 
so great an industrial force collected 
from all parts of Ontario upon a 
point 1,500 miles away is highly 
creditable to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company. Upon its pre- 
paredness to handle the men prompt- 
ly in such large bodies, as well as 
upon its direct efforts to muster 
them, depended largely the chances 
of getting the whole crop to the 
threshing floor. Had the company 
been dilatory in taking measures to 
enlist men, had its track, motive 
power, or rolling stock been found 
wanting, or had its enterprise in any 
respect been backward at this mo- 
ment, a great part of the crop might 
have been lost, notwithstanding the 
readiness of thousands of hands to 
assist in taking it off. Had the rail- 
Way company even asked a few dol- 
lars more for its harvest excursion 
tickets, the difference might have 
been unfortunate for the Western far- 
mers. It might have cut off a large 
proportion of the men now going 
forward, and have thus reduced the 
army of workers to numbers’ too 
gmall for the magnitude of the oper- 
ations. As a connector of the labor 
demand and labor supply, separated 
by about 1,500 miles, the railway 
was not less essential than either of 
them. Had farm labor been in de- 
mand here at Wages equal to the 
best Manitoba could afford to 
and had there been no other motive 
but tempting wages to draw men 
from Ontario, it is probable that the 
railway company would have been 
willing to transport harvest hands 
to the Northwest for nothing. It 
could better afford to do so than to 
stand idly by and let the crop rot in 
the ground. It has an interest in the 
wheat scarcely less proprietary than 
that of the growers themselves. For 
its own profit it is bound to DBestir 
itself to get the grain all brought 
in. Manitoba wheat furnishes the 
main tonnage of the road’s freight, 
and is the chief source of its earn- 
ings. At this particular time of year 
—after the Ontario grain is housed— 
Bastern Canada has men to spare. 
Combinecd with their desire to make 
some money in a_ second harvest, 
there is often a wish to become ac- 
quainted with the country before de- 
ciding tc cast in one’s lot there. 
Such being the circumstances, the 
railway company’s rate is not found 
to be too high. While, no doubt, 
many of the harvesters from the east 
will decide to remain in the country 
or to move back to it after return- 
ing home, the majority will quit the 
west when the harvest is over. They 
will come back expecting to find 
steady work in the manufacturing 
and building industries during the 
season of autumn activity. Nor is 
the money they bring back with 
them tc be despised. Twenty thous- 
and men working six weeks for $40 
u month and their board would re- 
ceive $1,200,000 in wages. Deduct- 
ing frora this the cost of transportu- 
«tion—$1C up and $18 back for each 
of the 20,000 men—we have left 
$640,000, which should be brought 
back to the east. Ontario is as 
ready to send contingents of stal- 
wart toilers to assist Manitoba in 
the peaceful work of harvesting its 
crop as she was to. send regiments 
of first-class fighting men to serve 
the Mother Country on the battle- 
fields of South Africa.

A UNIQUE SENTENCE. 


THE NOVEL PENALTY A JUDGE IM- 
POSED UPON TWO MEN. 


Both Prisoners Were Condemned to 
Jail Until One of Them, a College 
Graduate, Taught the Other How to 
Read and Write, 


Along in the seventies the late Judge 
Arnold Krekel was holding court at 
Jefferson City, relates an old timer, 
when there appeared before him two 
men charged and indicted for a viola- 
tion of the United States laws, one of 
whom will be called Brown. He was 
charged with cutting timber on the 
public domain. Brown was about 40 
years old and had been reared on the 
border in Arkansas and never had any 
opportunities for schooling, hence was 
upable to read or write. In his en- 
deavors to get a living he had cut tim- 
ber suitable for making ax handles cm 
United States lands, which led to bis 
arrest and Imprisonment. The other 
mau will be called Jones, for the real 
name of both men are not known io 
the memory of any one who witnessed 
the Incident. 

Jones was charged with and indicted 
for having sold liquor to the Indians 
Mr. Jones was a native of New York, 
a graduate of Union college and was 
educated for a lawyer. He possessed 
a highly cultured mind, a good Latin 
ist and thoroughly scholarly in all 
sorts of books. Not succeeding in his 
profession in his native stute, more 
from lack of application thau other 
wise, be left that country aud plunged 
into the great west and located no 
body knew where, but he drifted into 
the lower strata of society, and to ob 
tain the necessaries of life be resorted 
to “bootlegging” mong the red men 
of the Tudian ‘Territory border. His 
arrest and imprisonment followed. 

The two wen were arraigned before 
Judge Krekel and the indictments 
read, They both pleaded guilty and 
threw themselves upon the mercy of 
the court. The court questioned both 
prisoners at length and drew from 
each his history Ue recounted the 
wrongs they bad been guilty of against 
society. He did this in a kindly tone 
and manver, sugeesting ina mild form 
that both might have been useful mem 
bers of some community bad they 
sought bonora! {ec means and methods 
to secure a live tilood, 

The court seemed) puzzled bow to us 
sess a punishment that would meet the 
ends of justice and protect the goverts 
ment, its lands, its wards and society 
Finally, sitting upright iu bis chair 
looking over bis ginsses as both men 
etood before bim, in a voice little loud 
er and more positive than usual be 
said: 

“Mr. Brown, It is the sentence of the 
court that you be confined in the Cole 
county jail until you are educated to 
read and write.” The judge then turp 
ed lis eyes upon the other prisoner at 
the bar and, possibly in a louder voice, 
said, “Mr. Jones, it Is the sentence of 
the court that you be contined in the 
Cole county jail until you have taught 
Mr. Brown to read and write, and ! 
enjoln upon the keeper of the jail to 
afford you every facility possible with 
the safe keeping of his prisoners.” 

The lawyers and spectators in court 
looked with astonishment at each oth 
er as the sentence was concluded, and 
the maeshal led the prisoners out of 
the courtroom. 

It was the second term of the court 
after this incident when the marshal 
conducted Brown and Jones into court, 
and it was announced’ by the court 
that Brown bed complieted his educa 
tion—ready to graduate—able to read 
and write. Judge Krekel looked over 
bis glasses and asked that the prisoner 
give bim an evidence of bis being able 
to read. Brown stood up and read a 
few paragraphs from a newspaper to 
the satisfaction of the court, when he 
sald, “Mr. Clerk, will you let him sit 
at a table and write me a letter?” 

Paper, pen, ink and a seat were fur- 
nished Brown, who went to work to 
write a letter to the court. For some 
time the poor fellow struggled with 
the task, and in the meantime Jones 
was very nervous, fearing be would 
be compelled to go back to jail and 
“take up school” again. Finally the 
clerk said, “May it please your honor, 
the prisoner can write, but cannot form 
sentences to make It intelligible.” 

“Mr. Clerk,” said the court, not tak 
ing bis eyes frow tbe court docket be 
wus looking at, “you will dictate a let 
ter for bim and see what beadway he 
makes witb that.”

THTG CANABIAN NORTHERN RY, et 
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PRECIOUS STONES, 


The Methods by Which They Are 
Tested by Experts, 

In a lecture on precious stones re- 
cently delivered before the Industrial 
association of Berlin, Dr. Immanuel 
Friedlaender said that the testing of 
diamonds is comparatively simple. The 
common test for hurdness suffices. If 
the stone resists strong attacks, it Is 
certain to be genuine; if it does not, 
the damage is insiguilicant, as only an 
imitation has becn destroyed. This 
test, however, is doubtful with rubies, 
If a ruby can be-affected by a steal 
file or by quartz, it is surely not gen- 
uine, but such a test with a topaz is 
liable to injure a valuable stone. 

The test for bardness is of no avail 
with emeralds, as this stone is not 
much harder than quartz and in addl- 
tion possesses the quality of cracking 
easily, 

For examining rubies and emeralds 
the optical test is best. A glass mag- 
nifying about 100 times suflices. Hv- 
ery expert knows that almost all pre- 
cious stones have little flaws. Nearly 
every ruby and all emeralds have 
many defects, which are so character: 
istic that the genuineness of the stones 
is readily established. Such a test Is 
very necessary with rubles, because 
the imitations are very deceiving. 
Their color is absolutely durable and 
often much finer than that of the gen- 
uine, although it may be stated that a 
somewhat yellowish tint is always sus- 
piclous, 

The only reliable way In which gen- 
ulhe rubies can be told from imitations 
is by the minute air bubbles of the lat- 
ter, which become clearly visible un- 
der the magnifying glass, These are 
not to be found in the natural gem. 
On the other hand, the imitations lack 
certain defects characteristic of gen- 
uine rubies—certain vacuums, whose 
outlines are much more Indistinct than 
those of the air bubbles tn imitations. 

True emeralds have similar charac- 
teristic defects, such as inclosures of 
liquids and curious dendrites. Sap 
phlires also show peculiar netlike for 
mations,
